German Refugee to 
Wield Baton 


By TALBOT LAKE 
ERROR in the Fatherland 
again sends a great artist to 

seek peace in an alien society, and 
Wilhelm 'Furtwaengler, a world- 
famous German orchestra conduc- 
tor, takes up the post just vacated 
by Italy’s equally famous Tosca- 
nini. He becomes general musicai 
director for the New York Phil- 


harmonic-Symphony, and its lead- 
ing conductor for the next season. 
Germany’s loss is America's 
gain. Mr. Furtwaengler is one of 
the greatest of the handful of 
great musicians who dominate 
that curiously international fra- 
ternity, the world of music. 


Mr. Furtwaengler is also quite 
unterrified. He‘has been one of the 
most outspoken of German critics 
of Nazi interference with the arts, 
in 1933—-when most Gerinans dis- 
creetly kept fheir opinions to 
themselves—he wrote a public let- 
ter to Dr. Joseph Goebbels, chief 
of the Nazi ‘“non-Aryan” baiters. 


In it he said: “When this fight 
is directed against the real artist. 
it is against the interests of cul- 
ture. ... Let our fight be against 
the ‘rootless, disintegrating, shal- 
low, destructive spirit, but not 
against the real artist, who in his 
own way and however his art may 
be appraised, is. always creative 
and thus constructive.” | 

At that‘time the New York Phii- 
harmonie’s .new leader was con- 
ductor of the Berlin Philharmonic 
Orchestra. He is known to musical 
followers in New York, for he has 
conducted there in three different 
seasons, beg. with a concert 
in January, 1925, which created an 
authentic sensation in that city of 
sensations. 


He is fifty yeats old, and has 
been a musician since he was a 
small boy in Berlin. He studied 
under famous masters of the time 
in various Européan capitals, and 
his first big opportunity came in 
1915 at Manni . Since then he 
has conducted in Vienna, Berlin, 
Leipzig and many other centers 
here and abroad. He has not been 
in this country for the past nine 
years. 


The resignation of Arturo Tos- 
canini cast the fate of the Phil- 
harmonic into a limbo of doubt. 
The acquisition of so notable a 
musician to succeed the Italian 
master promises well for this 
shaky foundation of American 
music.

Apple Bavarian Cream 


Soften 2 tablespoons gelatin in 
1/3 cup cold water. Beat the yolks 
of 2 eggs with % cup sngar and 
slowly pour over 142 cups scalded 
milk, add a pinch of salt and cook 
in a double boiler until the mix- 
ture thickens. Add the gelatin and 
beat until thoroughly cool. Add 1 
cup sweetened cooked apple sauce 
and 2 teaspoons lemon juice. Fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites, 
then 1 cup cream whipped until 
stiff ‘and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Pour 
into a cold wet mold and chill 
until firm. 

Frozen Banana Sandwich 


Whip 1 cup cream until it will 
form a peak but is not stiff. Add 2 
tablespoons confectioners’ sugar. 
% teaspoon vanilla, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice and % teaspoon salt. 
Fold in 2 ripe bananas that have 
been sliced thin and then 1 egg 
white beaten until stiff. Line the 
bottom of a refrigerator pan with 
slices of sponge cake or lady fin- 
gers, pour in the banana mixture 
and cover with additional slices of 
cake or lady fingers. Freeze until 
the mousse is firm and serve gar- 
nished with banana slices and ad- 
ditional whipped cream.

ed is authorized to pay it.
